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THE  GOOD  FRIDAY  MASS 

Because  today  is  the  anniversary  of 
our  Lord's  death,  the  Church  does  not 
celebrate  the  Sacrifice  of  the  Mass. 
The  Mass  of  the  Presanctified  is  in 
reality  only  a  Communion  service  as 
there  is  no  Consecration. 

The  ceremonies  of  Good  Friday  may 
be  divided  into  four  parts:  (1)  The 
Mass  of  the  Catechumens  which  con- 
sists of  lessons  from  the  Old  Testa- 
ment which  foretell  the  Redemption 
and  typify  Christ's  death  on  the  Cross 
in  the  sacrifice  of  the  Paschal  lamb. 
(2)  The  Supplications,  in  which  sol- 
emn intercessions  are  made  for  all 
members  of  the  human  race.  (3)  The 
Veneration  of  the  Cross.  (4)  The 
Mass  of  the  Presanctified.

In  an  audience  granted  to  Cardinal  Lauri,  the 
Major  Penitentiary,  the  Holy  Father  has  granted 
500  days'  indulgence  to  all  the  faithful  who,  on 
Good  Friday  at  3  p.  m.,  corresponding  to  the  mo- 
ment when  Jesus  expired  on  the  Cross,  shall  recite 
the  following  new  prayer: 

"O  Jesus,  Who  out  of  Thy  most  ardent 
love  for  us,  wished  to  be  crucified  and  shed 
Thy  most  precious  Blood  for  the  redemp- 
tion and  salvation  of  our  souls,  look  down 
on  us  here  gathered  together  in  the  memory 
of  Thy  most  painful  Passion  and  Death, 
confident  in  Thy  mercy;  purify  us  with 
Thy  grace  from  sin,  sanctify  our  work,  give 
us  and  our  dear  ones  our  daily  bread,  miti- 
gate our  sufferings,  bless  our  families  and 
grant  all  peoples,  afflicted  by  hard  trials, 
Thy  peace  which  alone  is  the  real  peace,  so 
that,  obeying  Thy  precepts,  we  shall  attain 
heavenly  glory.  Amen." 


THE  MASS  OF  THE  CATECHUMENS 


In  black  vestments  the  priest  and  his  ministers  lie  pros- 
trate and  pray  before  the  uncovered  altar.  An  acolyte 
spreads  a  linen  cloth  on  the  altar  and  places  the  book 
on  the  Epistle  side.  The  priest  arises,  ascends  to  the 
altar  and  reads  the  first  lesson. 

First  Lesson 

Osee  6,  1-6.  Thus  saith  the  Lord:  In  their  affliction  they 
will  rise  early  to  Me;  Come,  and  let  us  return  to  the  Lord; 
for  He  hath  taken  us  and  He  will  heal  us:  He  will  strike 
us  and  He  will  cure  us,  He  will  revive  us  after  two  days;  on 
the  third  day  He  will  raise  us  up  and  we  shall  live  in  His 
sight.  We  shall  know,  and  we  shall  follow  on  that  we  may 
know  the  Lord.  His  going  forth  is  prepared  as  the  morn- 
ing light  and  He  will  come  to  us  as  the  early  and  the  latter 
rain  to  the  earth.  What  shall  I  do  to  thee,  O  Ephraim? 
What  shall  I  do  to  thee,  O  Juda?  Your  mercy  is  as  a  morn- 
ing cloud  and  as  the  dew  that  vanisheth  in  the  morning. 
For  this  reason  have  I  hewed  them  by  the  prophets,  I  have 
slain  them  by  the  words  of  My  mouth;  and  thy  judgments 
shall  go  forth  as  the  light.  For  I  desire  mercy  and  not 
sacrifice;  and  the  knowledge  of  God  more  than  holocausts. 

Tract 

Hab.  3.  O  Lord,  I  have  heard  Thy  hearing  and  was  afraid; 
I  considered  Thy  works  and  trembled.  In  the  midst  of  two 
animals  Thou  shalt  be  made  known;  when  the  years  shall 
draw  nigh,  Thou  shalt  be  known;  when  the  time  shall  come, 
Thou  shalt  be  shown.  In  the  time  when  my  soul  shall  be 
troubled:  in  anger  Thou  shalt  be  mindful  of  mercy.  God 
shall  come  from  Lebanon,  and  the  Holy  One  from  the  shady 
and  thickly  covered  mountain.  His  majesty  hath  covered 
the  heavens;  and  the  earth  is  full  of  His  praise. 

Let  us  pray.    Let  us  kneel.  Arise. 
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The  Collect 

O  God,  from  whom  Judas  received  the  punishment  of  his 
guilt,  and  the  thief  the  reward  of  his  confession;  grant  us 
the  fruit  of  Thy  clemency,  that  as  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
in  His  passion,  gave  to  each  a  recompense  according  to  his 
desert,  so  He  may  deliver  us  from  our  past  sins  and  grant 
us  the  grace  of  His  resurrection.  Who  liveth  and  reigneth 
with  Thee  in  the  unity  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  God  forever  and 
ever.  Amen. 

Second  Lesson 

Exod.  12,  1-11.  In  those  days,  the  Lord  said  to  Moses  and 
Aaron  in  the  land  of  Egypt:  This  month  shall  be  to  you  the 
beginning  of  months;  it  shall  be  the  first  in  the  months  of 
the  year.  Speak  ye  to  the  whole  assembly  of  the  children 
of  Israel,  and  say  to  them:  On  the  tenth  day  of  this  month 
let  every  man  take  a  lamb  by  their  families  and  houses. 
But  if  the  number  be  less  than  may  suffice  to  eat  the  lamb, 
he  shall  take  unto  him  his  neighbor  that  joineth  to  his 
house,  according  to  the  number  of  souls  which  may  be 
enough  to  eat  the  lamb.  And  it  shall  be  a  lamb  without 
blemish,  a  male  of  one  year;  according  to  which  rite  also 
you  shall  take  a  kid.  And  you  shall  keep  it  until  the  four- 
teenth day  of  this  month;  and  the  whole  multitude  of  the 
children  of  Israel  shall  sacrifice  it  in  the  evening.  And 
they  shall  take  the  blood  thereof  and  put  it  upon  the  side- 
posts  and  on  the  upper  door-posts  of  the  houses  wherein 
they  shall  eat  it.  And  they  shall  eat  the  flesh  that  night 
roasted  at  the  fire  and  unleavened  bread  with  wild  lettuce. 
You  shall  not  eat  thereof  anything  raw  nor  boiled  in  water, 
but  only  roasted  at  the  fire;  you  shall  eat  the  head  with  the 
feet  and  entrails  thereof.  Neither  shall  there  remain  any- 
thing of  it  until  the  morning.  If  there  be  anything  left,  you 
shall  burn  it  with  fire.  And  thus  you  shall  eat  it:  you  shall 
^ird  your  reins  and  you  shall  have  shoes  on  your  feet,  hold- 
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ing  staves  in  your  hands,  and  you  shall  eat  in  haste;  for  it 
is  the  Phase  (that  is,  the  passage)  of  the  Lord. 

Tract 

Ps.  139.  Deliver  me,  O  Lord,  from  the  evil  man;  rescue 
me  from  the  unjust  man.  Who  have  devised  wickedness  in 
their  hearts;  all  the  day  long  they  designed  battles.  They 
have  sharpened  their  tongues  like  a  serpent;  the  venom  of 
asps  is  under  their  lips.  Keep  me,  O  Lord,  from  the  hand 
of  the  sinner,  and  from  unjust  men  deliver  me.  Who  have 
proposed  to  supplant  my  steps;  the  proud  have  hid  a  net 
for  me.  And  they  have  stretched  out  cords  for  a  snare  for 
my  feet;  they  have  laid  for  me  a  stumbling-block  by  the 
wayside.  I  said  to  the  Lord:  Thou  art  my  God;  hear,  0 
Lord,  the  voice  of  my  supplication.  O  Lord,  Lord,  the 
strength  of  my  salvation,  overshadow  my  head  in  the  day 
of  battle.  Give  me  not  over  to  the  desire  of  the  wicked. 
They  have  plotted  against  me;  do  not  Thou  forsake  me, 
lest  at  any  time  they  should  triumph.  The  head  of  them 
compassing  me  about,  the  labor  of  their  own  lips  shall 
overwhelm  them.  But  the  just  shall  give  glory  to  Thy  name; 
and  the  upright  shall  dwell  with  Thy  countenance. 

The  Passion  of  Our  Lord  Jesus  Christ 

John  18  and  19,  1-42.  At  that  time:  Jesus  went  forth  with 
His  disciples  over  the  brook  Cedron,  where  there  was  a 
garden  into  which  He  entered  with  His  disciples.  And 
Judas  also,  who  betrayed  Him,  knew  the  place;  because 
Jesus  had  often  resorted  thither  together  with  His  disci- 
ples. Judas  therefore,  having  received  a  band  of  soldiers 
ind  servants  from  the  chief  priests  and  the  Pharisees,  cometh 
thither  with  lanterns,  and  torches,  and  weapons.  Jesus, 
therefore,  knowing  all  things  that  should  come  upon  Him, 
went  forth  and  said  to  them:  Whom  seek  ye?    They  an- 
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swered  Him,  Jesus  of  Nazareth.  Jesus  saith  to  them:  I 
am  He.  And  Judas  also  who  betrayed  Him  stood  with 
them.  As  soon,  therefore,  as  He  had  said  to  them:  I  am 
He,  they  went  backward  and  fell  to  the  ground.  Again, 
therefore,  He  asked  them:  Whom  seek  ye?  And  they  said: 
Jesus  of  Nazareth.  Jesus  answered:  I  have  told  you  that 
I  am  He;  if,  therefore,  you  seek  Me,  let  these  go  their  way. 
That  the  word  might  be  fulfilled  which  He  said:  Of  them 
whom  Thou  hast  given  Me,  I  have  not  lost  anyone.  Then 
Simon  Peter  having  a  sword,  drew  it  and  struck  the  servant 
of  the  high  priest  and  cut  off  his  right  ear.  And  the  name 
of  the  servant  was  Malchus.  Jesus  therefore  said  to  Peter: 
Put  up  thy  sword  into  the  scabbard:  the  chalice  which  My 
Father  hath  given  Me,  shall  I  not  drink  it? 

Then  the  band  and  the  tribune  and  the  servants  of  the 
Jews  took  Jesus  and  bound  Him;  and  led  Him  away  to 
Annas  first,  for  he  was  father-in-law  to  Caiphas,  who  was 
the  high  priest  of  that  year.  Now  Caiphas  was  he  who  had 
given  the  counsel  to  the  Jews  that  it  was  expedient  that  one 
man  should  die  for  the  people.  And  Simon  Peter  followed 
Jesus  and  so  did  another  disciple;  and  that  disciple  was 
known  to  the  high  priest  and  went  in  with  Jesus  into  the 
court  of  the  high  priest.  But  Peter  stood  at  the  door  with- 
out. The  other  disciple,  therefore,  who  was  known  to  the 
high  priest  went  out  and  spoke  to  the  portress  and  brought 
in  Peter.  The  maid,  therefore,  that  was  portress,  saith  to 
Peter:  Art  not  thou  also  one  of  this  Man's  disciples?  He 
saith:  I  am  not.  Now  the  servants  and  ministers  stood  at 
a  fire  of  coals,  because  it  was  cold  and  warmed  themselves; 
and  with  them  was  Peter  also  standing  and  warming  him- 
self. The  high  priest  therefore  asked  Jesus  of  His  dis- 
ciples and  of  His  doctrine.  Jesus  answered  him:  I  have 
spoken  openly  to  the  world;  I  have  always  taught  in  the 
synagogue  and  in  the  temple,  whither  all  the  Jews  resort; 
and  in  secret  I  have  spoken  nothing.  Why  askest  thou  Me? 
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Ask  thein  who  have  heard  what  I  have  spoken  unto  them: 
behold,  they  know  what  things  I  have  said.  And  when  He 
had  said  these  things  one  of  the  servants  standing  by  gave 
Jesus  a  blow,  saying:  Answerest  Thou  the  high  priest  so? 
Jesus  answered:  If  I  have  spoken  evil,  give  testimony  of 
the  evil;  but  if  well,  why  strikest  thou  Me?  And  Annas 
sent  Him  bound  to  Caiphas  the  high  priest. 

And  Simon  Peter  was  standing,  and  warming  himself. 
They  said  therefore  to  him:  Art  not  thou  also  one  of  His 
disciples?  He  denied  it,  and  said:  I  am  not.  One  of  the 
servants  of  the  high  priest  (a  kinsman  to  him  whose  ear 
Peter  cut  off)  saith  to  him:  Did  not  I  see  thee  in  the  garden 
with  Him?  Again  therefore  Peter  denied;  and  immediately 
the  cock  crew. 

Then  they  led  Jesus  from  Caiphas  to  the  governor's  hall. 
And  it  was  morning;  and  they  went  not  into  the  hall  that 
they  might  not  be  defiled,  but  that  they  might  eat  the  Pasch. 
Pilate  therefore  went  out  to  them  and  said:  What  accusa- 
tion bring  you  against  this  Man?  They  answered  and  said 
to  him:  If  He  were  not  a  malefactor  we  would  not  have  de- 
livered Him  up  to  thee.  Pilate  therefore  said  to  them: 
Take  Him  you  and  judge  Him  according  to  your  law.  The 
Jews  therefore  said  to  him:  It  is  not  lawful  for  us  to  put 
any  man  to  death.  That  the  word  of  Jesus  might  be  fulfilled 
which  He  said,  signifying  what  death  He  should  die.  Pilate 
therefore  went  into  the  hall  again  and  called  Jesus  and  said 
to  Him:  Art  Thou  the  king  of  the  Jews?  Jesus  answered: 
Sayest  thou  this  thing  of  thyself,  or  have  others  told  it  thee 
of  Me?  Pilate  answered:  Am  I  a  Jew?  Thy  own  nation 
and  the  chief  priests  have  delivered  Thee  up  to  me;  what 
hast  Thou  done?  Jesus  answered:  My  kingdom  is  not  of 
this  world.  If  My  kingdom  were  of  this  world,  My  serv- 
ants would  certainly  strive  that  I  should  not  be  delivered 
to  the  Jews;  but  now  My  kingdom  is  not  from  hence. 
Pilate  therefore  said  to  Him:  Art  Thou  a  king  then?  Jesus 
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answered:  Thou  sayest  that  I  am  a  king.  For  this  was  I 
born  and  for  this  came  I  into  the  world,  that  I  should  give 
testimony  to  the  truth.  Every  one  that  is  of  the  truth 
heareth  My  voice.    Pilate  saith  to  Him:  What  is  truth? 

And  when  he  had  said  this  he  went  out  again  to  the 
Jews  and  saith  to  them:  I  find  no  cause  in  Him,  but  you 
have  a  custom  that  I  should  release  one  unto  you  at  the 
Pasch:  will  you  therefore  that  I  release  unto  you  the  king 
of  the  Jews?  Then  cried  they  all  again,  saying:  Not  this 
Man,  but  Barabbas.  Now  Barabbas  was  a  robber.  Then 
therefore  Pilate  took  Jesus  and  scourged  Him.  And  the 
soldiers  platting  a  crown  of  thorns  put  it  upon  His  head; 
and  they  put  on  Him  a  purple  garment.  And  they  came  to 
Him  and  said:  Hail,  king  of  the  Jews;  and  they  gave  Him 
blows.  Pilate  therefore  went  forth  again  and  said  to  them: 
Behold,  I  bring  Him  forth  unto  you  that  you  may  know 
that  I  find  no  cause  in  Him.  (Jesus  therefore  came  forth, 
bearing  the  crown  of  thorns  and  the  purple  garment.)  And 
he  saith  to  them:  Behold  the  Man.  When  the  chief  priests 
therefore  and  the  servants  had  seen  Him  they  cried  out, 
saying:  Crucify  Him,  crucify  Him!  Pilate  saith  to  them: 
Take  Him  you  and  crucify  Him;  for  I  find  no  cause  in  Him. 
The  Jews  answered  him:  We  have  a  law,  and  according  to 
the  law  He  ought  to  die,  because  He  made  Himself  the  Son 
of  God. 

When  Pilate  therefore  had  heard  this  saying,  he  feared 
the  more.  And  he  entered  into  the  hall  again  and  he  said 
to  Jesus:  Whence  art  Thou?  But  Jesus  gave  him  no  an- 
swer. Pilate  therefore  saith  to  Him:  Speakest  Thou  not  to 
me?  Knowest  Thou  not  that  I  have  power  to  crucify  Thee 
and  I  have  power  to  release  Thee?  Jesus  answered:  Thou 
shouldst  not  have  any  power  against  Me  unless  it  were  given 
thee  from  above.  Therefore  he  that  hath  delivered  Me  to 
thee  hath  the  greater  sin.  And  from  thenceforth  Pilate 
sought  to  release  Him.    But  the  Jews  cried  out,  saying:  If 
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thou  release  this  Man,  thou  art  not  Caesar's  friend.  For 
whosoever  maketh  himself  a  king  speaketh  against  Caesar. 
Now  when  Pilate  had  heard  these  words,  he  brought  Jesus 
forth  and  sat  down  in  the  judgment  seat,  in  the  place  that 
is  called  Lithostrotos ;  and  in  Hebrew,  Gabbatha.  And  it 
was  the  parasceve  of  the  Pasch,  about  the  sixth  hour;  and 
he  saith  to  the  Jews:  Behold  your  king.  But  they  cried 
out:  Away  with  Him,  away  with  Him!  Crucify  Him! 
Pilate  saith  to  them:  Shall  I  crucify  your  king?  The  chief 
priests  answered:  We  have  no  king  but  Caesar.  Then, 
therefore,  he  delivered  Him  to  them  to  be  crucified.  And 
they  took  Jesus  and  led  Him  forth;  and  bearing  His  own 
cross  He  went  forth  to  that  place  which  is  called  Calvary, 
but  in  Hebrew,  Golgotha,  where  they  crucified  Him,  and 
with  Him  two  others,  one  on  each  side,  and  Jesus  in  the 
midst.  And  Pilate  wrote  a  title  also  and  he  put  it  upon  the 
cross,  and  the  writing  was:  Jesus  of  Nazareth,  the  King  of 
the  Jews:  This  title  therefore  many  of  the  Jews  did  read, 
because  the  place  where  Jesus  was  crucified  was  nigh  to  the 
city:  and  it  was  written  in  Hebrew,  in  Greek,  and  in  Latin. 
Then  the  chief  priests  of  the  Jews  said  to  Pilate:  Write  not, 
the  King  of  the  Jews,  but  that  He  said:  I  am  the  King  of  the 
Jews.    Pilate  answered:  What  I  have  written  I  have  written. 

Then  the  soldiers,  when  they  had  crucified  Him,  took 
His  garments  (and  they  made  four  parts,  to  every  soldier  a 
part),  and  also  His  coat.  Now  the  coat  was  without  seam, 
woven  from  the  top  throughout.  They  said  then  one  to 
another:  Let  us  not  cut  it,  but  let  us  cast  lots  for  it,  whose 
it  shall  be;  that  the  Scripture  might  be  fulfilled,  saying: 
They  have  parted  My  garments  among  them,  and  upon  My 
vesture  they  have  cast  lot.  And  the  soldiers  indeed  did 
these  things.  Now  there  stood  by  the  cross  of  Jesus  His 
mother  and  His  mother's  sister,  Mary  of  Cleophas,  and 
Mary  Magdalene.  When  Jesus  therefore  saw  His  mother 
and  the  disciple  standing  whom  He  loved,  He  saith  to  His 
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mother:  Woman,  behold  thy  son.  After  that  He  saith  to 
the  disciple:  Behold  thy  mother.  And  from  that  hour  the 
disciple  took  her  to  his  own.  Afterwards,  Jesus  knowing 
that  all  things  were  now  accomplished,  that  the  Scripture 
might  be  fulfilled,  said:  I  thirst.  Now  there  was  a  vessel 
set  there  full  of  vinegar.  And  they  putting  a  sponge  full  of 
vinegar  about  hyssop,  put  it  to  His  mouth.  Jesus  there- 
fore when  He  had  taken  the  vinegar,  said:  It  is  consum- 
mated.   And  bowing  His  head,  He  gave  up  the  ghost. 

Here  all  kneel  and  briefly  pause. 

Then  the  Jews  (because  it  was  the  parasceve),  that  the 
bodies  might  not  remain  upon  the  cross  on  the  sabbath-day 
(for  that  was  a  great  sabbath-day),  besought  Pilate  that 
their  legs  might  be  broken  and  that  they  might  be  taken 
away.  The  soldiers  therefore  came;  and  they  broke  the 
legs  of  the  first  and  of  the  other  that  was  crucified  with 
Him.  But  after  they  were  come  to  Jesus,  when  they  saw 
that  He  was  already  dead,  they  did  not  break  His  legs. 
But  one  of  the  soldiers  with  a  spear  opened  His  side,  and 
immediately  there  came  out  blood  and  water.  And  he 
that  saw  it  hath  given  testimony  and  his  testimony  is  true; 
and  he  knoweth  that  he  saith  true,  that  you  also  may  be- 
lieve. For  these  things  were  done  that  the  Scripture  might 
be  fulfilled:  You  shall  not  break  a  bone  of  Him.  And 
again  another  Scripture  saith:  They  shall  look  on  Him 
whom  they  pierced. 

Prayer  Before  the  Gospel 

Cleanse  my  heart  and  my  lips,  O  God  almighty,  who  didst 
cleanse  the  lips  of  the  prophet  Isaias  with  a  burning  coal: 
and  vouchsafe  through  Thy  gracious  mercy,  so  to  purify 
me  that  I  may  worthily  proclaim  Thy  holy  Gospel.  Through 
Christ  our  Lord. 
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Lord,  grant  Thy  blessing.  The  Lord  be  in  my  heart  and 
on  my  lips,  that  I  may  worthily  and  fittingly  proclaim  His 
holy  Gospel. 

The  Passion  is  continued: 

And  after  these  things  Joseph  of  Arimathea  (because 
he  was  a  disciple  of  Jesus;  but  secretly,  for  fear  of  the 
Jews)  besought  Pilate  that  he  might  take  away  the  body 
of  Jesus.  And  Pilate  gave  leave.  He  came  therefore  and 
took  away  the  body  of  Jesus.  And  Nicodemus  also  came, 
he  who  at  the  first  came  to  Jesus  by  night;  bringing  a  mix- 
ture of  myrrh  and  aloes,  about  an  hundred  pounds  weight. 
They  took  therefore  the  body  of  Jesus  and  bound  it  in  linen 
cloths,  with  the  spices,  as  the  manner  of  the  Jews  is  to  bury. 
Now  there  was  in  the  place  where  He  was  crucified  a  garden ; 
and  in  the  garden  a  new  sepulcher,  wherein  no  man  yet  had 
been  laid.  There,  therefore,  because  of  the  parasceve  of 
the  Jews,  they  laid  Jesus,  because  the  sepulcher  was  nigh  at 
hand. 

THE  SUPPLICATIONS 

The  priest  stands  at  the  Epistle  corner  and  says  the 
following  Good  Friday  Intercessions: 

For  the  Church 

Let  us  pray,  dearly  beloved,  for  the  holy  Church  of  God, 
that  our  God  and  Lord  would  vouchsafe  to  give  it  peace, 
maintain  it  in  union,  and  preserve  it  over  the  earth,  sub- 
jecting to  it  principalities  and  powers;  and  may  He  grant 
us  to  live  in  peace  and  to  glorify  God  the  Father  almighty. 

Let  us  pray.    Let  us  kneel.  Arise. 

Almighty  and  eternal  God,  who  in  Christ  hast  revealed 
Thy  glory  to  all  nations,  preserve  the  works  of  Thy  mercy, 
that  Thy  Church,  spread  over  all  the  world,  may  persevere 
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with  a  steadfast  faith  in  the  confession  of  Thy  name. 
Through  the  same  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  Thy  Son,  who  liveth 
and  reigneth  with  Thee,  in  the  unity  of  the  Holy  Ghost, 
God  forever  and  ever.  Amen. 

For  the  Pope 

Let  us  pray  for  our  most  Holy  Father  Pope  Pius,  that  our 
Lord  God,  who  elected  him  to  the  order  of  the  episcopate, 
may  keep  him  in  health  and  safety  for  the  good  of  His  holy 
Church,  to  govern  the  holy  people  of  God. 

Let  us  pray.     Let  us  kneel.  Arise. 

Almighty  and  eternal  God,  by  whose  judgment  all 
things  are  founded;  mercifully  regard  our  prayers,  and  in 
Thy  goodness  preserve  to  us  our  chief  bishop  whom  Thou 
didst  choose;  that  the  Christian  people,  who  are  governed 
by  authority  from  Thee  may  increase  the  merits  of  their 
faith  under  so  great  a  Pontiff.

THE  MASS  OF  THE  PRESANCTIFIED 

Arriving  at  the  altar,  the  priest  places  the  Blessed 
Sacrament  on  it  and  incenses  the  offerings,  the  cross 
and  the  altar. 

May  this  incense  which  Thou  hast  blessed,  ascend  to  Thee, 
O  Lord ;  and  may  Thy  mercy  descend  upon  us. 

Incensing  of  the  Altar 

Let  my  prayer,  O  Lord,  be  directed  as  incense  in  Thy  sight, 
and  the  raising  of  my  hands  be  like  the  evening  sacrifice. 
Set  a  watch,  O  Lord,  upon  my  mouth  and  guard  well  the 
gate  of  my  lips.  Let  not  my  heart  tend  to  things  evil,  nor 
seek  excuses  for  sinning. 

Giving  the  censer  to  the  Deacon,  he  says: 

May  the  Lord  enkindle  in  us  the  fire  of  His  love  and  the 
flame  of  everlasting  charity.  Amen. 

The  priest  then  washes  his  hands  in  silence  at  the 
Epistle  corner,  and  returning  to  the  middle  of  the  altar, 
bows  down  and  says: 

In  a  humble  spirit  and  a  contrite  heart  may  we  be  received 
by  Thee,  O  Lord;  and  let  our  sacrifice  be  so  made  in  Thy 
sight  this  day  that  it  may  please  Thee,  O  Lord  God. 


The  Mass  of  the  Presanctified 
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Turning  toward  the  people  at  the  Gospel  corner,  the 
priest  says: 

Brethren,  pray  that  my  sacrifice  and  yours  may  become  ac- 
ceptable before  God  the  Father  almighty. 

The  Our  Father 

Priest.  Admonished  by  salutary  precepts  and  instructed  by 
divine  teaching,  we  presume  to  say:  Our  Father,  who  art  in 
heaven,  hallowed  be  Thy  name;  Thy  kingdom  come;  Thy 
will  be  done  on  earth  as  it  is  in  heaven.  Give  us  this  day 
our  daily  bread;  and  forgive  us  our  trespasses  as  we  forgive 
those  who  trespass  against  us.  And  lead  us  not  into  temp- 
tation. 

People.    But  deliver  us  from  evil.  Amen. 

Priest.  Deliver  us,  0  Lord,  we  beseech  Thee,  from  all  evils, 
past,  present  and  to  come;  and  through  the  intercession  of 
the  glorious  and  blessed  Mary,  ever  virgin,  mother  of  God, 
together  with  Thy  blessed  apostles,  Peter  and  Paul  and 
Andrew,  and  all  the  saints,  graciously  grant  peace  in  our 
days,  that  through  the  help  of  Thy  bountiful  mercy,  we  may 
always  be  free  from  sin  and  secure  from  all  disturbance.

The  priest  genuflects,  then  rising  he  raises  the  sacred 
host  on  high,  so  that  all  present  may  see  it  and  adore 
it.  Then  breaking  it,  he  lets  fall  a  particle  into  the 
unconsecrated  wine  contained  in  the  chalice.  The 
"Agnus  Dei"  is  not  said.  The  last  of  the  three  prayers 
before  Communion  alone  is  said. 
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Good  Friday 


Let  not  the  partaking  of  Thy  body,  O  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
which  I,  all  unworthy,  presume  to  receive,  turn  to  my  judg- 
ment and  condemnation:  but  through  Thy  loving  kindness 
may  it  be  to  me  a  safeguard  and  remedy  for  soul  and  body; 
who,  with  God  the  Father,  in  the  unity  of  the  Holy  Ghost, 
livest  and  reignest,  God,  world  without  end.  Amen. 

Taking  the  Body  of  Christ  on  the  paten,  the  priest  says: 

I  will  take  the  bread  of  heaven  and  will  call  upon  the  name 
of  the  Lord. 

Striking  his  breast,  he  repeats  three  times: 

Lord,  I  am  not  worthy  that  Thou  shouldst  enter  under  my 
roof;  say  but  the  word  and  my  soul  shall  be  healed. 

He  makes  the  Sign  of  the  Cross  with  the  Sacrament  and 
says: 

May  the  Body  of  Our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  preserve  my  soul 
unto  life  everlasting.  Amen. 

Having  drunk  the  wine  in  the  chalice  with  the  conse- 
crated particle  dropped  therein,  the  priest  purifies  it 
and  says: 

What  we  have  taken  with  our  mouth,  O  Lord,  may  we  re- 
ceive with  a  pure  heart;  and  from  a  temporal  gift  may  it 
become  to  us  an  everlasting  healing. 

No  one  may  receive  Holy  Communion  on 
Good  Friday. 

After  the  Mass  of  the  Presanctified  the  altars  are  once 
more  stripped.

book  that  is  approved,  and  meditating  according  to  each 
one's  ability,  on  the  great  sufferings  which  Our  Saviour  en- 
dured, and  on  the  Seven  Words  He  uttered  on  the  Cross,  a 
Plenary  Indulgence,  if,  being  truly  penitent,  after  Confession 
and  Communion,  on  Holy  Thursday  or  during  Easter  week, 
they  shall  devoutly  pray,  for  some  time,  for  the  intention 
of  His  Holiness.
